Leaving the U.S. last Friday, December 30th, with an 
impressive party of ministers, including The Reverend Dr. 
Wyatt T. Walker, Pastor of Abyssinia BaptistChurch, New 
York, who was former Administrative Aide to Dr. King; 
Minister Farrakahn, Titular Head of the Muslim Church in 

_ America; Bishop Nickles, head of the Council of Churches 
of America and several other distinguished clergymen, 
Rev. Jackson presented his moral and humanitarian appeal 
to President Assad, the Foreign Minister and an array of 
government officials in Damascus. 

: | Also included in the Jackson party was a known detail of 

- 6 to 10 Secret Service Agents who have been in charge of 
Jackson's security, a news contingent of over 20 television 
and news persons from the United States who were met by 
a foreign contingent of over 50 news persons from all over 
the world. Rev. Jackson filled in his party with a touch of 
family. His two oldestsons, Jesse Jackson, Jr., football star 
and Johnny, a student in Chicago, all fasted and wanted to 
join in the pilgrimage to Damascus to help rescue the pilot- 

Sources on the scene say the Syrians gave the Jackson 

» party a reception With full diplomatic honors and ceremo- 
nies usually reserved for the Heads of State. 

Gaodman told Jackson and ministers who prayed with 
him that he was treated well, had an English-speaking doc- 
tor who visited him daily and treated him and that he was 
given television privileges, a clean bed and had his mail 
delivered to him daily. 

_ The Jackson party was surprised to find that the Syrians 

'- were very friendly, some had leathery skin as dark as the 

blackest of Americans and that most of the American con- 
tingent felt that the Syrians had been most gracious and 
hospitable. 

The significance of the release of Goodman 
seems to be: 

e Jackson, almost single-handedly, was able to 
appeal to the human sensitivities of President Assad 
and his Cabinet in getting Goodman released. 

e Our own CIA and diplomatic forces were not in 
tune with the event. While not ‘outright -blocking 
Jackson's efforts, they, nevertheless, gave no mean- 
ingful support. 

* Goodman and the question of his release had 
not even been on the stove at all until Jackson got

Enact Jury Inquest Into Deaths 


dear Editor: 

At the Cleveland-Marshall College of Law on November 19, during its 
Ind annual hearing on police misconduct, a resolution was announced 
yy People United Against Repression to work towards enactment of a 
slue ribbon coroner inquest by the state legislature. ’ 

The proposed lealsiation would provide that whenever a death by 
lolence occurred at the hands of a public official or by suicide while a: 
eraon is in the custody of public officials whether on the street, in jail,’ 
ospital or mentat institution, the county coroner would have to impanel” 
blue ribbon jury of at least six (6) citizens and hold an immediate publi¢ 
nquest in to the cause of death. All witnesses having any knipwiedge of 
he cause of death would be subpoenaed to testify u ih. 

Currently coroners rubber stamp many deaths as suicides or justifia- 
ple homicides on the sole information supplied by public officials with- 
put holding any kind of inquiry or investigation. And in many instances 
these same public officials are indirectly or directly involved in the death 
of the deceased. 

City Councilperson Artha Woods spoke at the hearing. She is one of 
the few councilpersons to attend these meetings although all council- 
persons are invited. Because this was the second meeting she attended 
since the hearings were started, she received a big round of applause in 
appreciation of her constant Interest in trying to tind a solution to ending 
police misconduct and abuse of power. : . 

Councilperson Woods said that, “! support the enactment of a state 
law to provide coroner blue ribbon jury inquests,” and she indicated that 
she too would work towards that end along with P.U.A.R. and other 
interested organizations and politicians. 

Several victims of police brutality related their stories at the hearing. 
And Roy M. Kaufman, a Cleveland lawyer, showed “blow-up” color 
photographs of two of his nephews that were beaten by Cleveland police 
this year when they objected to police hitting a Hispanic man that police 
had arrested and placed in handcuffs. Kaufman sald that he was taking 
legal action against the police on behalf of his nephews who are white. 
This doubtlessly prompted Kaufman to comment: “If you try to help a 
member of a minority in Cleveland the police will treat you like a 
minority.” 

Pauline Tarver, executive secretary of the Cleveland chapter of the 
NAACP addressed the audience objectively on strip searches in general, 
playing down the fact that she herself was the victim of a strip search. 

Deborah Barnes, a victim of alleged police brutality who was con- 
victed on a concealed weapons charge in Judge Jean-Murrel Caper's 
courtroom, related the incident and charged Judge Capers with denying 
her an appeal bond contrary to law and jailing her immediately in the 
Warrensville Heights Workhouse where she remained for six days before 
her lawyer was able to effect her release on bond. Barnes recently filed a

Lucius Woods summarized the story of the death of his son, Michael 
Woods. This case is kept almost constantly in the public eye as a classi- 
cal example of what many people believe to be a coverup and abuse of 
deadly force being used by a police officer against a civilian. And Woods 
has filed a 10 million dollar civil rights sult against the City of Cleveland 
and its police department for the wrongful death of his son. The suit is 
currently pending in the Federal District Court.

Opposes Health Care Tax Cap 


Dear Editor: 
The Small Business Council of America, Inc. strongly opposes the

SBCA Is a nationwide organization of small business and professional 
men and women whose aim is to represent the interests of small 
business and professional organizations in connection . ‘th federal tax 
and employee benefit legislation. 

The primary goals of SBCA are to keep federal tax laws from becoming 
more burdensome on small businesses and to support new tax and 
employee benefit legislation. which creates needed economic 
incentives. 

The Deficit Reduction Package, which purportedly contains a varia- 
tion of The Health Cost Containment Act of 1983. is scheduled to be 
voted upon soon by the Senate Finance Committee. This health care tax 
cap was proposed in order to reduce the rising cost of health care in this 
country and generate additional ax revenues. The Health Cost Con- 
tainment Act-of 1983 would subject employees to additional taxable 
income by taxing them on employer contributions to health care plans in 
excess. of $70.00 per month per employee for individual coverage and 
$175.00 per month per employee for family coverage. The Deficit Reduc- 
tion Package would increase the ceiling mentioned aboveto $145.00 and 
$250.00, respectively. 

The Deficit Reduction Package also purportedly contains an alterna-

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tive cap on ali statutory fringe benefits of $260.00 per month per 
employee. Senator Dole will ask the Committee to approve either the 
health tax cap amendment or a statutory fringe benefit amendment. It is 
conceivable that statutory. fringe benefits could include pension and 
profit sharing pians. The tax cap on statutory fringe benefits ia totally 
unacceptable to smail business. 

The Small Business Council of America, Inc. believes the health care 
tax cap to be adverse to small business interests and strongly opposes 
these measures on several grounds: 

* The proposal may have the elfect of reducing health benefits pro- 
vided by employers, in which case the burden of health care costs will 
pass to the employee. 

* The proposal will impact upon individuals in different ways, depend- 
ing solely upon age, sex. type of work and location of business 

* The proposal imposes additional taxes on employees already bur- 
dened by the country’s tax system. 

* The small business employer will be inundated with additional 
paperwork and will require additional staff in order to comply with the 
extensive record-keeping requirements imposed by the proposal 

* Additional social security taxes will be required to be paid by 
employers on amounts allocated to employees as taxable income 

* Revenue anticipated to result from the proposal (which isa question- 
able proposition at best) may be used, in part, to fund health/insurance 
coverage for the unemployed - an unfair tax on working Americans 

| The possible long-term adverse impact of this legislation on health 
care for our country requires careful and detailed study. Such a detailed 
study has not been undertaken. 
_ Legislation that can significantly alter the entire medical care system 
of the country should not be the result of short-range revenue goals 
Sincerely.

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_JAMES PRESTON POINDEXTER 


Rev. Poindexter: Humanitarian, 
Pastor, Educator And Statesman: 


The Rev. James Preston 
Poindexter was a great reli- 
gious leader. He was born in 
Richmond, Va., Sept. 25, 1819 
and came to Columbus in the 
mid 1830's. 

The Second Baptist Church _ 
licensed and ordained Poin- 
dexter in 1842 under the pasto- 
rate of the Rev. Wallace Shel- 
ton. Poindexter served as 
associate pastor with Second 
Baptist until 1847. 

Even though Poindexter was 
born free, all of his life's drive 
and dedication was directed to 
the cause of his enslaved 
brothers and sisters. 

Freedom was the thought 
and work of many of his asso- 
ciates. He assisted in the for- 
mation of The Anti-Slavery-~ 
Baptist Association” that was 
founded in 1841 and was 
instrumentalin promoting 
antagonism to slavery among 
Baptist congregations in Ohio 
communities. 

Such antagonism had 
existed, however, in the 
Second Baptist Church since 
the time when Poindexter 
became associated with it. The 
members were a part of Racal 
underground railroad m@ve- 
ment in central Ohio affording 
transportation, care, lodging 
and food for the fleeing slaves. 

itis important to note that 
more than 50 percent of the 
freedom movement in Ohio 
was sponsored and financed 
by persons of American- 
African descent. 


In 1847 some of the members * 
of Second's congregation 
withdrew with Jetters of dis- 
missal to establish The. Anti- 
Slavery Baptist Church and 
Poindexter served as their-first 
pastor: The two congregations 
continued to work and fellow- 
ship for the true call of freedom 
for all people. 

In 1858, the congregation of 
Second Baptist extended the 
call to.Rpindexter to become 


their spiritual leader. During 
this time period the church edi- 
tide was located at 105-115 
Gay St. 

Poindexter was interested in 
education, social advance- 
ment, training, disciplined liv- 
ing, employment, freedom and 
equal relationships for all peo- 
ple. He was blessed with the 
tremendous zeal and drive to 
live by the word of God and 
share all of his understanding 
with others. 

He was active in his ministry 
as a pastor until 1898. At the 
time of his retirement from the 
pastorate the church edifice 
was located at 90 E. Rich St. 

All through the active years 
of his pastorate, he served in 
many other areas of human 
support as a civic leader and 
humanitarian. 

He had served two terms asa 
member of Columbus City 
Council; member of the 
Columbus School Board for 
nine years; a trustee of the 
state of Ohio, a member and 
two term trustee of the Normal 
and Industrial. Department at 
Wilberforce University; trustee

An honorary doctor of div- 
inity degree was bestowed 
upon this great man by the 
University of Kentucky at 
Louisville, May 15, 1887. 

The man that moved to Dub- 
lin, Ohio in 1837 with his wife 
and later joined the community 
of Columbus in 1838, lived a 
noted and outstanding leader- 
ship role until his death came 
on Feb. 7, 1907, 

The community newspapers 
published many editorials 
about the life and influence 
that Poindexter's ministry and 
leadership had upon those 
who came in contact with him.

Sets Up Job Training Program 


The Metropolitan Women's 
enter held a news conference 
ecently focusing on the status 
yf job hunting for women, and 
10w the number of unem- 
yloyed women in Franklin 
Sounty fare in that process. 

The center has applied for 
job Hunting Training and 
2artnership Act funding for a 
special grant inorder to con- 
inue a very successful local 
program, Job Readiness 
‘Computer Literacy. 

The Job Readiness/Compu- 
ter Literacy program is 
designed to help the low 
income job seeker usé new, 
self-help job hunting tech- 
niquessfind opportunities 
without the classified ads; 
assess unique skills, interests 
and priorities; write letters that 
get interviews; use a computer 
to tailor letters and resumes for 
a specific job; and to dress for 
success on a budget. 

In addition, program partici- 
pants receive free textbooks on 
resume writing, job hunting, 
and self-presentation and 
leave the course with an actual 
resume in hand. Reimburse- 
ment for day care expenses 
and bus tickets for transporta- 
tion, age also provided for 
participants. g hs ' 

Metropolitan Women’s Cen- 
ter executive director Paula 
Brooks said, “We feel this pro- 
gram is nationally unique in its 
combining of pragmatic job 
search techniques that get 
results, with exposure to 
computers.” 

Past participant evaluations 
rated the program as highly 
motivating, and repeatedly 
stated that the self-help 
method job search techniques 
were particularly valuable. 

Seventeen individuals have 
already been placed in jobs as 
a result of their participation in 
the program, and more are 
expected when the JTPA fund- 
ing is received. 

Of all those eligible for the 
new federal job training pro- 
gram in Franklin County, 58 
percent are women, according 
to the Ohio Bureau of 


¢ 


Employment Services. This 
mirrors the national level, 
according to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor. JTPA eligibility 
is assessed through an income 
and special disadvantaged 
group formula. 


The U.S. Department of 
Labor also reports that in 
March 1982, two-thirds of all 
women in the labor force were: 
single (25 percent); widowed 


(five percent); divorced (11 
percent); separated (four per- 
cent); or had husbands whose 
earnings were less than 
$15,000 in 1981 (two percent). 


About 55 percent of all child- 
ren under age 18 (32 million) 
had working mothers, and 46 

rcent of all children under 
age 6 (8.5 million) had mothers 


in the labor force. Also in 
March 1982, about one out of 
six ferilies was maintained by 
a wonr.an (16 percent).
